We  li.nl  moms  at  this  famous  hotel. 
The  buiiiiiug  covers  one  aide  of  t tie  block 
ami  in  ttiri-e  stories  high,  each  story  being 
near  thirty  feet,  making  this  building  aa 
high  na  a  six  story  building  iu  New  York. 
This  punas  foreach  story  ar  twenty  feet 
wide  »nd  are  on  the  rear.  These  piazzas 
answer  for  a  hall.

The  men  do  all  the  cooking,  washing  und 
household  work  of  every  kind.  Your  ser¬ 
vant  takes  core  of  you.  cooks  yoor  meals 
aud  sits  at  your  door  sll  day,  and  sleeps 
there  at  night.  He  will  go  of  errands,  go 
with  you  in  the  city  and  carry  bundles. 
Ilm  drc»a  is  white — a  sheet  wound  about 
him.  His  hut  i*  white,  aud  when  he 
wives  you  he  puts  hi*  hat  on  and  takes  his 
slnvs  i  f;  |>ut  if  he  goes  out  in  the  hoi 
»un,  Ik  leaves  his  hat  and  goes  Imre 

headed. 

There  were  two  or  three  hundred  at  the 
great  dining  hall,  and  behind  every  guest 
stood  a  copper  colored  servant  in  white. 
They  were  a'l  Imrefooted  and  all  wore 
white  hats.  That  is  the  fashion  here 
and  there  can  Ire  no  deviation  from  that 
rule,  1 

The  kitchen  is  far  away  from  the  din 
nirig  fot'in  and  these' servant*  in  white  run 
in  anisiut,  and  look  like  ao  many  ghoets. 
The  crow*  congregate'  by  thousand*  oa 
and  around  all  the  building,  especially  all 
the  kite. .en*.  and  if  anything  that  can  be 
eaten  is  left  tor  a  moment  within  the  reach 
of  tb<-»e  hungry,  noi*y  Irirds,  they  seize, 
and  away  they  go.  Instantly  hundreds 
will  join  in  the  chase,  ami  the  chances  are 
the  thief  will  lose  the  morsel  that  he  has 
stolen.

MUdIUAL  PRECOCITY  OF  THE  WErt 
LEYS. 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  the  Rev 
Charles  Wesley,  hi  other  of  the  founder  ol 
the  Methodist  cluirch  was  hi*  seed  with  two 
sons.  The  elder,  Charles  (1707),  at  the 
age  of  three,  without  instruction,  played 
several  tunes  correctly  ou  the  harpaieord. 
When  he  wa*  a  baby  his  mother  used  to 
quiet  him  by  playing  ua  the  harpsichord  ; 
ami  ao  keen  was  his  ear  for  harmony  that 
he  would  not  jiermil  her  to  pi  ay  w  ith  one 
hand  only,  aud  though  not  able  to  *peuk, 
would  seize  hold  of  the  other  and  put  it 
ou  the  key*-  When  he  first  brgau  to  play 
he  had  to  be  tied  iu  a  choir  to  keep  him 
from  falliug,  but  at  that  age  (three  1  would 
put  a  true  boa*  to  all  he  played.  At  the 
age  of  four,  when  asked  fo  play  before-  a 
stranger,  he  would  always  ask,  ’  !■>  he  a 
miuicker?”  and  if  answerer!  in  the  affirm¬ 
ative  would  comply  com  iptrifo.  Allhough 
fie  never  hod  efficient  instruction,  at  the 
age  ol  twelve  he  played  the  works  ol  Scar¬ 
latti  aud  Handel  so  as  to  excel  any  one  ill 
Loudop  at  the  time.  His  loier  composi 
tnms  were  highly  admir  d.  though  they 
did  not  show  a  masterly  hand  as  those  id 
Ins  brother  Samuel  (1700)  who  when  three 
played  on  the  orguu.  and  ut  eight,  Compo 
srd  au  oratorio,  ”Ruili,’'  of  which  Doctor 
Uoyce  say*,  "This  l*»y  write*  as  true  liar 
niony  by  nature  as  I  can  do  by  rule’aitd  by 
study."  He  also  at  this  age  write  a  high 
mass  for  Pi  Us  VI.,  which  so  plca-'ed  the 
Pope  that  lie  wrote  him  iu  Latin  a  letter 
thanking  him  fur  it. 

OF  MOZART.

At  five 
he  had  composed  and  written  alone  sever¬ 
al  compositions.  He  was  a  very  affection¬ 
ate  chil  J,  aud  would  ask  perhsp*  ten  times 
a  day,  “do  you  love  me  very  rouehf’  H# 
was  al*  i  very  fond  ot  games  of  various 
sorts  and  would  sometimes  neglect  his 
meats  for  them. 

One  day  his  father,  upon  returning  from 
charcli  with  a  friend,  louml  young  Mozart 
engaged  m  writing.  “What  are  you  aU>ut 
there  tuy  deari”  he  demanded.  ”1  am 
composing  a  concerto  ;  1  have  almost  fin¬ 
ished  the  fit  at  part.”  “  Let  us  see  this 
scrawl.”  “  No,  if  you  please,  I  have  not 
yet  finished  it.”  His  lather,  however,  took 
the  paper  and  showed  it  to  his  friend.  It 
was  a' perfect  scrawl  of  notes,  hardly  legi¬ 
ble  from  the  blots  of  ink.  The  two  friend* 
licgitn  to  laugh  heartily  ;  but  the  father, 
having  considered  it  attentively,  *'See,  my 
hi  rad,”  aud  be,  "Bow  exactly  it  is  com¬ 
posed  by  rule.  ’Tis  a  pity  we  canuot 
make  out  something  of  this  piece;  hut  it 
is  too  difficult  ;  do  bod  y  ceuld  play  it.”  It 
is  a  concerto,  replied  young  M  -r.  irt,  and 
should  be  well  studied  before  being  per- 
lornted.  lie  then  commenced  playing  and 
succeeded  sufficiently  to  show  his  idea.  A 
few  months  later,  being  then  six,  he  was 
taken  to  plav  liefore  the  imperial  court.  — 
The  famous  Wagenseii  happened  to  be  in 
Munich,  and  young  Mozart  begged  tbe 
Euiperor  to  allow  Wageaacit  to  be  present 
at  the  performance.  '  Send  for  him,”  “lie 
understands  the  thing.”  Francis  I.  desir¬ 
ed  thst  Wagenseii  should  he  called.  When 
he  arrived,  ‘•Sir,*’  said  the  young  virtuoso, 
J"!  am  going  to  plj^y  one  of  your  concertos; 
you  must  turn  over  the  leaves  for  me. — Gal 
,txy%

Only  nine  families  remain  oq|  of  a  popnla 
fTooi  of  15,000  *oula,  while  the  railroad 
from  Pithole  and  Oleopolia  run*  only  ooe 
train  a  day,  consisting  of  a  locomotive  and 
a  single  ear,  which  usually  is  empty  ;  but 
the  company  ia  obliged  to  keep  running, 
otherwise  the  charter  fop  the  mnd  would 
b«  lost  They  still  hope  against  hope  for 
hefttrr  times  for  that  unfortunate  city, 
which  In  only  seven  months  was  lwifn.  foil- 
grown,  got  sick,  aad  died.  Undoubtedly 
this  is  a  rate  unparalleled  in  history,  mod¬ 
ern  or  anciant.  Neither  Egypt  nor  Greece 
can  give  ex  are  pies  of  such  rapid  changes.
